Mayor Driskell informed the 
council that the annual Christmas 
dinner for the city employees and 
their families would be at noon on 
December 21.

The resolu- 
tion dealt with the repair and resur- 
facing of US 84 and State Rd. 122. 

The Governor informed the 
council that the matter had been 


turned over to Royce King, State _ 


Highway Director. 

Another letter from Royce King 
was read stating that work on state 
and federal highways was per- 
formed on a priority basis. The 
afore mentioned roads are not high 
enough on the list to have work 
performed on them in the very near 
future 

King stated that the roads would 
continue to be rated and action 
would be taken as soon as it was 
deemed necessary.

A Water Survey recently com- 
pleted by the Southeast Alabama 
Regional Planning and Develop- 
ment Commission (SEARP&DC) 
reveals that water supply and water 
treatment facilities in Coffee 
County are adequate for supply. 

According to the SEARP&DC 
survey, Coffee County has approxi- 
mately 38,351 persons currently re- 
ceiving water from an organized 
water system. Another 3,649 per- 


sons are not served by a public wa- , 


ter system. 

Total water system demand av- 
erages at 5,514,123 gallons per day. 
Peak summer demands jumps to 
8,742,744 gallons per day, with 
customers requiring approximately 
one-third more supply during this 
time. 

Total storage capacity in elevat- 
ed tanks, standpipes, and ground 
tanks come to 1,912,000 gallons, or 


on an average, a two day supply, 
considered sufficient for emergen- 
cies. 

Overall, the county has suffi- 
cient supply at 11,282,000 gallons, 
with treatment facilities deemed ad- 
equate for supply. 

Other issues addressed in the ru- 
ral and municipal water systems 
surveyed include current water sys- 
tem conditions, storage needs, in- 
terconnections, and expansion pro- 
jections. 

Water systems surveyed in Cof- 
fee County were Bethany, Curtis, 
Damascus, Elba, Enterprise, Jack, 
Kinston, Mt.  Pleasant-Battens

Administration Girls' Project was 
held Nov. 18 at the Elba City Li- 
brary with approximately 30 ladies 
attending, all at one time involved 
with the program. 

Mrs. Mary Dowling was the su- 
pervisor of the project, which was 
formed in Elba in June, 1940, and 
was in existence for almost three 
years. It was a federally sponsored 
project which was to young ladies 
at that time what the WPA was for 
adults. 

The girls met daily at the old 
Law home on Reddoch Hill Road, 
which had previously been known 
as the Alms House. The Law fami- 
ly was one of Elba's pioneer fami-

_Some of the accomplishments of 
this project included making the 
first uniforms for the Elba High 
School band; over 100 quilts for 
Pensions and Security, as well as 
girls’ dresses, from material fur- 
nished by the federal government;

noon meals at the project from food 
supplied by the Commodity rogram 
and from a garden which was tend- 
ed by the girls.

TIGERS CLOSE BOOK ON CHAMPIONSHIP SEASON 


The Elba Tigers have dominated high school football like very few 
teams across the state over the years, and during the 80's, the success of the 
Tigers has been almost unmatched. The only mark against the rich football 
history at Elba High was the fact that there were no state championship tro- 
phies to show off in the crowded trophy cases, That mark was erased forev- 
er last Friday night; however, when the Elba Tigers claimed the Class 3A 
state championship with a 14-0 win over T.M. Rogers, on a clear, cold 
night, one-mile from the Tennessee state line. The win Friday night ended 
years of frustration for Elba football, and from now on when someone men- 
tions Elba, the first thing that comes to mind won't be a flood, but a state 
championship football team! 

The 1989 season was truly one for the record books as the Tigers won 
their first state championship and in the process won a total of 13 games, 
the most ever at Elba High. The wins came over 2A teams (1), 3A teams 
(8), 4A teams (2) and 5A teams (2), but nowhere was the dominance of this 
year's state 3A championship team as evident as in its own class. 

In Class 3A, Elba won all eight games it competed, including three wins 
over Area opponents and five wins over playoff challengers. In the Area, 
the Tigers outscored their three opponents by a combined score of 127-6, 
while in the playoffs the five victims fell by a combined score of 120-14, It 
is best to judge any competitor by how well it performs against opponents 
of its own size and strength. The 1989 Elba Tigers went to battle cight 
times against opponents in the 3A ranks and the results were eight wins and 
a combined score of 147-20, There can be no doubt that in 1989 the Elba 
Tigers were deserving of the title "State Champs!” 

In Friday night's state championship contest the Elba Tigers seemed to 
be in control from the outset, but couldn't put the talented and determined 
T.M. Rogers away. Several times in the first half Elba started drives, but on 
every occasion but one failed to put points on the scoreboard as the Rogers 
defense met the challenge of the much larger and quicker Tigers. In the sec- 
ond half the Elba offense again showed the ability to move the ball well, 
but this time stopped itself with penalty after penalty. The Tigers did put the 
win on ice with a touchdown in the fourth quarter; however, it too came 
with quite a struggle. Over on defense the Tigers were in command 
throughout, allowing Rogers to start only seven plays on the Elba side of 
inidfield. The defense bent rarely and never even came close to breaking, 
and closed out the playoffs with three shutouts in five games. 

In Friday night's win, Reggie Horstead and Anthony Brooks took turns 
butting heads with the Rogers defense and both came out with 100-yard 
performances. Horstead, who gained a total of 797 yards in the five playoff 
games, gained 128 yards in the win, despite sitting out much of the second 
half with an injury, while Brooks took up the slack in Horstead's absence 
and gained 106 yards, with 46 coming in the final stanza, when Horstead 
was unavailable. The duo of Horstead and Brooks combined for 1,270 
yards in the playoffs and scored 12 touchdowns. It may well have been the 
most dominating 1-2 punch ever to wear the black and gold! 

Lost to some in Friday night's win may have been the job turned in by 
senior quarterback Kevin Matthews. Matthews gained 30 yards on 7 carries 
and hit 2 of 4 passes for 31 yards, but more importantly, guided the offense 
against one of its toughest tests of the season. Matthews watched the second 
series of the game from the bench after drawing the wrath of Elba's Coach 
Mack Wood; however, the team leader came back and showed how he led 
the Tigers to 21 wins in only two years. It's called courage and determina- 
tion! 

Whenever running backs roll up big numbers the line has to be doing 
something right and that was certainly the case Friday night and throughout 
the playoffs. From the middle, where center Jason Grider battled despite an 
injured shoulder, to guards Todd Killingsworth, Kyle Dubose and Chris 
Thomas, who sat out 12 games after knee surgery and then came back to 
play a big part in the success of the offense. Senior tackle Wade Hart, a 
three-year starter, and Rusty Bedsole, a talented junior, both helped open 
Stoudemire, who played both ways and never showed signs of fatigue. 
Wide receivers David Rowe and Greg Wright didn't get to catch many pass- 
es, but both did their jobs and blocked well, as did Keith Henderson, who 
from his flanker post often leveled opposing defenders with crushing blocks 
and at other times ran away from would be defensive backs. 

Over on defense the dominance was complete! Up front, the Tigers’ tal- 
ented group of Jackie Stoudemire, Ronnie Edwards, Anthony Brooks, Ben- 
ny Wilkerson, Gary Gilbert and Marvin Luckett led the way, while at line- 
backer Ronald McKinnon played like a man on a mission and had plenty of 


help from Shane Blanton and Audie Fudge. In the backfield was as much 


talent as any team in any class, where David Rowe, Keith Henderson, Greg 
Wright and Tim Caldwell roamed the field with a vengeance, looking for 
enemy passes and people to hit. The defense ruled!!!! 

The key to any team is the coaching staff and that was certainly true at 
Elba, where Coach Mack Wood, the school's all-time winningest coach, just 
keeps rolling out winning football teams. This year's team wasn't Wood's 
best while at Elba, yet he molded the squad over the years and by the time 
the playoffs rolled around the team was ready to go after the title. Coach 
Wood gets more out of players than any coach I have ever scen ,and while 
this year's team was blessed with lots of talent, he did another super job and 
deserves credit for an outstanding job! 

I can't mention everybody who played parts in the championship season, 
but I can't stop without saying a great big thanks to the fans. Elba has al- 
ways had some of the most loyal and dedicated fans to be found and this 
year was no difference as the fans traveled from the Gulf Coast to the Mis- 
sissippi line and then almost to Tennessce to voice their support. Fans, your 
role was no small part in the success of the Tigers! : 

I know that I probably left out some people who played big roles in the 
team's success, like the managers, cheerleaders, booster club members, 
band members and of course, the parents, but it takes a lot of people to 
make something like a state championship happen and this year's state 
championship is something that every single person in Elba can share!!!!

Before shutting down the computer I have to think back for just a minute 
at some of the things I'll always remember about Friday night's state cham- 
pionship game. Let's see, I'll remember....going up to the Tennessee line to 
make sure we were really as far from home as everybody said....hearing 
Coach Wood's confident pregame talk....Reggie Horstead running wild and 
scoring the first touchdown....Ronald McKinnon urging Horstead to keep 
playing despite the injury....Kevin Matthews saying "yessir" while getting 
vocal instructions from Coach Wood....Anthony Brooks scoring the second 
touchdown of the game....the fans streaming out on the field after the 
game....Kevin Matthews crying openly with friends and family....Keith 
Henderson wearing a state championship cap as he left the field....fans mob- 
bing the team as they left the field....the band playing "We Are The Cham- 
pions"....and, telling our little six-year old daughter that "Now we are the 
champs!!!!"

The Elba Tigers used the big 
play on both offense and defense 
Friday night as they opened the 
football season with a hard-fought 
21-14 win over the Cottonwood 
Pears, in Cottonwood 

Cottonwood received the open- 
ing kickoff and Showed a preview 
of things to come as the Bears 
mached quickly to a first down at 
the Elba 26-yard line.

The Elba Tigers scored the go-

City Council Renews C of C Contract 


The Elba City Council meeting 


‘ moved briskly Monday evening 


with the group hearing a routine po- 
lice report, paying bills, opening 
bids on police car, tractor and sew- 
er lift station. 

That is - everything went briskly 
until the eleventh item on the agen- 
da which was renewal of the Cham- 
ber of Commerce contract. 

When it was time to discuss this 
item, Mayor Fred Moore stated he 
had some comments before the 
council made a decision. Moore ex- 
plained that the previous contract 
called for the city to pay the coun- 
cil $500 a quarter for a total of 
$2,000 a year but it cost a whole lot 
more than that to support the organ- 
ization. 

Moore reminded. the council 
members that the city was asked to 

y for the Welcome To Elba signs 
installed this past year and they 
would be reimbursed. He said the 
$530 has not been repaid. Moore 
also noted it cost $1,137.95 to run 
electric lines to the lighted signs. 
As an afterthought he stated people 
were complaining to the city about 
the signs and “we had nothing to do 
with the design of the things.” 

Moore continued with a state- 
ment that the Chamber had an of- 
fice right in city hall but city offi- 
cials learned what was going on 
with the recent Christmas Festival 
by reading The Elba Clipper. 

He announced that it cost the 
city $1,291.81 to get electricity to 
-all the places on the square the 
Chamber wanted for the Christmas 


Festival. 

"We need to do all these things 
but I want you folks to know what 
it cost us to support the Chamber of 
Commerce before you vote to give 
them any money," Moore said. 

Councilman Eddie Vaughan 
spoke up with some information on 
the Welcome signs and explained 
he was involved in getting the city 
to support installation of the signs 
as part of the Alabama Reunion 
program. He also noted the signs 
were a bit disappointing and that is 
probably why some of the clubs 
who had pledged to pay for them 
were slow about taking any action. 

Mrs. Jean Kennett, executive di- 
rector of the chamber, spoke up and 
told Moore that at least two groups 
had given her money to repay the 
city. She said she was holding the 
checks until something could be 
worked out to make the signs more 
attractive. Plans for publicity pic- 
tures to be arranged with the club 
and Moore are also part of the de- 
lay, she explained. 

Moore said that in his opinion 


“The Chamber and City need to 
work closely together. The Cham- 
ber needs to keep the city informed 
of projects they have going on if 
they are to expect city support”. 

The Council voted to renew the 
contract and to work with Moore 
and the Chamber to iron out any 
differences between the two. 

Full time city employees were 
given a one-time $50 pay raise in 
December. This was started sever- 


al years ago to avoid trouble with 
the state law that makes it illegal to 
give Christmas bonuses. 

Bills totaling $10,122.82 were 
approved for payment. Moore ex- 
plained that it cost $2,652.72 for 
pipe to repair a sewer line on Put- 
nam Street at Beaver Dam Creek; 
$700 for asphalt for street repair 
and $1700 for work on the "pool 
project”. The balance was for rou- 
tine monthly expenses. 

Bids were opened for a new po- 
lice car with only two bidders re- 
sponding. Cook Chevrolet was low 
with a bid of $12,075.00. The coun- 
cil voted to accept this bid. 

An all purpose tractor is needed 
by the street department, according 
to Mayor Moore. The council voted 
to buy one from Elba Tractor Co. at 
a bid cost of $12,075.00. This was 
$76 higher than a bid from Fleming 
Ford in Enterprise, but was within 
the limits allowed to purchase lo- 
cally. 

Bids on a new sewer pump Sta- 
tion to be instalied behind the ele- 
mentary school were opened with 
Donald Smith Co. of Headland be- 
ing low bidder with a base bid of 
$29,155.00 for installing the pump. 
An alternate to install the connect- 
ing sewer pipe was bid at 
$24,519.56. 

This bid was $21,389.34 lower 
than the only other bid, but both 
were higher than expected, accord- 
ing to Mr. Bobby Lee, engineer for 
the project. No decision was made 
at the meeting on accepting or re- 
jecting the bids. This will be done 
after Lee makes a recommendation 
to the mayor and council. 

Police Chief Freddie Hanchey 
told the council his department had 
received 11k) complaints since the 
last council megting, including sev- 
en traffic accidents. 

They have issued 26 traffic cita- 
tions, including, 3 for DUI. The de- 
partment has made 14 criminal ar- 
rests.

Hanchey told the council that 
police officers had made five ar- 
rests for selling cleaner from door- 
to-door in violation of city laws.

Investigator Bruce Devane, with 
the DA, told this newspaper that he 
had asked the Alabama Bureau of 

“Investigation to assist his office in 
looking into this matter. 

Devane stated that the ABI in- 
vestigators, along with his office, 
would investigate the matter to de- 
termine whether or not any state 
statues or laws had been broken. 
This is all that his jurisdiction will 
allow him to do in regards to this 
matter. 

If the alleged brutality, as report- 
ed by the victim, did indeed occur, 
then possibly her civil rights were 
violated, Devane said. The incident 
would then falls within the jurisdic- 
tion of the federal government and 

would be investigated by the FBI..
